Leaves Concord, N. H., for 
a Luxurious House 
in Brookline. 


SIX BIG MEN GUARD HER. 


Change Due to Desire to Be Near 
Mother Church; May Be a 
Part of Institution 
Plan. 


Boston Mage., Jan. 26.~[Special.J—Attend- 
ed by scenes in which dignity andexpression 
of power so far predominated as to rob the 
occasion of spectacular effect, Mra Mary 
Baker G. Dddy, the aged founder and leader 
of the Christian Science church, transferred 
the capital of the cult today trom Voncord, 
N. EL, to Brookline, a suburb of Boston. 

News of the tranefer will come as a sur- 
prise {6 the rank and file of Christian Scien- 
tists throughout the Uniteti States. The 
greatest secrecy was.employed. Pleasant 
View, at Concord, established by Mrs. Eddy 
with the view of making it her last earthly 
home, is deserted tonight except for the pres- 
ence of a trusted lieutenant. 

The newly chosen seat for her temporal 
reign is tn @ huge stone mansion in the ex- 
clusive Chestnut Hill section of Brookline 
and Newton. Mrs. Eddy ie installed there 
tonight behind fortress like walls. 


Pathos in Entrance. 

The entrance to the new home was not 
without its pathetic side. The venérable 
priestess peered up at the stout doors as 
her carriage halted at the entrance and her 
body guard drew near. She did not appear 
more feeble than she is known to have been 
for several years. The carriage door was 
opened, and Mrs. Eddy leaned forward. 

** Be careful,” she murmured. 

A tall man, of reddish complexion, red hair 
and mustache, and wearing 4 soft gray hat, 
stretched out his arms. Mrs. Eddy resigned 
herself with the trustfulness of a child. The 
man drew her gently from the carriage and 
carried her up the steps and into the broed 
hall, while willing hands held back the doors,

The new home of Mrs. Eddy is an imposing 
mansion, built in 1880. It was known as the 
Dupee estate, and is situated at 334 Beacon 
street, Brookline, and is one of the land- 
marks ofthe neighborhood. R. Ashton Law- 
rencé made his home there until his death 
in a railroad accident three years ago. 


. Statement by Official. 

Alfred Farlow, head of the Christian Science 
information. bureau, tonight gave out this 
statement concerning the transfer of Mrs 
Eddy to Brookline: 

“ ‘This move was not prompted by a sudden 
decision. It is known to some of Mrs. Eddy’s 
friends that she has for years been consid- 
ering the advisability of returning to this 
city. Her purpose is to besituated more con- 
veniently to the mother church. The whole 
affair, including the preparation of the house, 
was in keeping with Mrs. Eddy’s usual way 
of doing things. She weighs matters delib- 
erately and carefully, then acts quickly.” 


For New Institution? 


Others in this cit} gay the mansion is to be 
the seat of a new institution Mrs. Eddy an- 
nounced some weeks ago she was to estab- 
lish for the education of such of the poor 
as desired to gain knowledge of Christian 
Science, and for which, she stated, she pro- 
posed to set apart $1,000,000. 

Some are inelined to think Mrs. Eddy made 
the move to escape further trouble from 
the New Hampshire courts, preferring to 
meet her opponents, if she has to meet them 
at all, in the United States court, which would 
now be the case. 


Artival in Brookline. 

Arriving in Brookline at 5 o’clock, the party 
was taken tothe Lawrence estate. 

An unusual scene attended the arrival of 
the special ttain at Chestnut Hill station. 
There were seven closed carriages to meet 
the party. The fifth carriage in the line, the 
smallest and the least conspicuous, was occu- 
pied by Mrs. Eddy, Calvin A. Frye, her secre- 
tary, and another man, apparently a groom. 
All were warmly wrapped in furs and the 
women carried bouquets of beautiful flowers. 

When the carriage of Mrs. Eddy drove up 
to the porch, Calvin A. Frye was first to 
leave it, and following him came the other 
man. Leaning back into the carriage the 
big man gathered up the frail form of Mrs. 
Eddy and carried her gently up the steps 
through a bong line of persons who mur- 
fnured softly as she passed. 

Then she was taken upstairs in the house 
and placed in her private room, on the Com- 
monwealth avenue side. 

Immediately the great house burst forth 
into light and from every window came rays, 
where before but a few lights had burned 
dimly. Trunks and satchels were passed in 
and soon all but one of the party had passed 
into the house. Calvin A. Frye remained 
behind and was closely pressed for informa- 
tion by newspaper men and others. 


Spectators Put Off Place. 

Refusing to give names of those in the 
party or to make any statement, he turned 
to six tall, powerful men whostood near him 
and ordered that every person be put off the 
grounds. en he entered the house and his 
orders were obeyed without delay. 

At 8 o'clock the light in Mrs. Eddy’s room 
was extinguished. A little later the servants 
went to their quarters and the first night in 
her-new home had begun. Six men re- 
mained on guard through the night, and to- 
morrow six others will take their places for 
the day guard. Permits have been iasued by

Mystery in . 

The departure of Mrs. Eddy from Concord 

was surrounded by an ait of mystery. At 

1:50 o’clock this afternoon four closed car- 


Patrolman Put Them to Rout. 


While attempting to avoid arrest a man 
believed to be Henry Von. Bargen was shot 


and killed last night by Rudolph Brokopp, - 


a patrolman of the Hudson avenue police 
station. With a companion, who made good 
his escape, he had attacked Newton Hurtt, 
77 Goethe street, and was seen rifling his 
victim's pockets. 

The robber was taken to the Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital, where he died at 12:15 
o’clock this morning. When his clothing was 
searched there were found letters and cards 
bearing the name of Von Bargen, with the 
address 561 South Halsted street. In his hat 
were two sets of initials,‘ F. Cc. 8.” and 
“Cc. W. W.” A hotel is located at the num- 
ber found in his pockets. 

Brokopp was walking north in Wells street 
about 10 o'clock when he saw a man at the 
crossing of Goethe street knocked down and 
two, men bend over him. He drew his re- 
volver and hurried to the place where the 
victim of the assault lay on the sidewalk, 


Call to Halt Ignored. 
As he ran towards the robbers they saw 


him and darted away. 
* Halt,”’ called Brokopp, as he fired in the 


The highwaymen ran across the street 
towards an alley and the policeman fired the 
second time. One fugitive fell and was un- 
conscious when Brokopp reached his side. 
Leaving him on the pavement, the policeman 
hurried after the other thief. He followed 
for some distance, but was unable to oveér- 
take him. 

The sound of the shooting aroused the 
neighborhood. The patrol wagon was called 
and the injured robber was hurried to the 
hospital, while the neighborhood was 
searched by detectives and patrolmen. 


Couple See the Attack. 

Just before Hurtt was attacked, Miss Pilla 
Stron, 881 Wells street, and Fred Leluehr- 
sen, 487 Wells street, passed. They noticed 
that Hurtt, who was between the two rob- 
bers, was being addressed by them. 

‘Pretty tough looking customers,” re- 
marked Lelueursen. ‘“‘ That fellow had bet- 
ter get away from them.”’ 

They were returning from the service held 


in the Moody church, La Salle and Chicago. 


avenue, and had walked more than a block 
when they heard the first shot fired by Bro- 
kopp. Both went to the police station and 
said that they would be able to identify the 
robber’s companion if he should be arrested. 


On Police Force Only Month. 

Brokopp was sworn in as a policeman last 
Dec. 28. In his short time on the force 
he has made several arrests, and, according 
to Lieut. Max Heldelmeier, commanding the 
Hudson avenue station, already has made 
& good name for himself. 

“ There have been a number of complaints 
made at thig station concerning the number 
of tough characters in the neighborhood of 
the shooting,” said the lieutenant. “At rolj 
call tonight I told the men to be especially 
vigilant im that vicinity. Brokopp kept his 
eyes open and was attending to business. 
This will drive the rest of the robbers from 
athe precinet.”’

Finance Committee of Cooke’ Associa- 
tion Will Lower Curtain Next Time 
When Reckoning Profits of Dance. | 


The annual ball of the Chicago Cooks’ Cos- 
mopolitan association Saturday night was a 
success, the receipts being hearly $6,000, but 
the next time President Benjamin Rosenburg 
and the finance committee count the proceeds 
they will lower the curtains. 

After the ball, they drove to the headquar- 
ters of the agsociation over Mangler’s restau- 
rant and haa put the money on the table and 
begun to count it when a knock was heard 
on the door, a demand to “‘ open in the name 
of the law.’’ When the door was opened 
there stood Detectives Rohan and Landers 
and House Detective Peters of the Brevoort 
hotel. The situation was soon explained 
and the police departed. 

Two guests at the Brevoort had happened 
to look out of the windows of their rooms 
and in the Cooks’ association rooms they 
saw three men and a woman gathered about 
a table on which was piled a mags of silver 
and bills which the woman was taking from 
a bag. They believed they had discovered a 
gang of bank robbers and notified Detective 
Peters.

Dr. Franz Dobija, a physician, said to be 
widely known In Austria, was found in a 
critical condition yesterday afternoon in the 
bedroom of his flat, with two gas jets turned 
on. He was taken from his residence, 241 
North avenue, to the Alexian Brothers’ hos- 
pital. It was said at night that preeainy he 
would not recover. 

Unusual features attach to the base. One 
was that till yesterday afternoon the doctor 
had not been seen since Friday, having failed 
to keep two appointments on Saturday. Not 
two hours before he was found unconscious 
a searching party entered his flat and found 
him calmly sleeping in bed, with no gas es- 
caping. 

The fact that the doctor was said to be 
worth $80,000 and to have constantly with 
him $400 or $500 was taken by his friends to 
indicate that his flat had been invaded by 
some robber, who, after overpowering the 
physician, turned on the gas to give the ap- 
pearance of suicide and cover his crime. 


Theory of Robbery Advanced. 

In support of the robbery theory Dr. 
Dobija’s landjady, Mrs. Margaret Fisher, 
who lives in the flat below, says she saw him 
pay $50 last Wednesday to a negro team- 
ster who delivered a bed. He drew the 
money from a large roll and the negro eyed 
the wad intently Yesterday, she says, she 
again saw this negro in the vicinity of her 
house. 

The fact that Dr. Dobija was in good health 
and prosperous was cited also to disprove 
suicide. 

The first relief expedition was conducted 
by Mrs. Fisher and A. Barker, a translator 
of languages, who had been assisting’ Dr. 
Dobija, who only recently came fnom 
Austria to open up practice in this city. 
Barker had .had an appointment with the 
physician for Saturday, which wae not kept. 
When he called again yesterday and found 
the flat locked he became alarmed and con- 
sulted Mrs. Fisher. The latter secured some 
keys from a former tenant of the flat and 
they. entered, accompanied by Dr. Franz 
Reutter, another tenant. 

Escaping Gas a Mystery. 

Dr. Dobija was found sleeping in his bed 
and they quietly retired. They are sure there 
was no gas escaping. There was, however, 4 
gas stove burning in a room adjoining the 
bedroom. This they turned off, at the same 
time opening a window. They are sure they 


have caused asphyxiation. 

About 4 o'clock a friend, Dr. A. W. Thimm, 
870 Dearborn avenue, who also had had a 
broken appointment, sounded the second 
alarm. He resorted to the police, and Lieut. 
Heidelmeier sent Policeman Henry Hueber 
to break down the door. Dr. Dobija was 
found unconscious In bed with a gas jet 
turned on in the bedroom ané gas escaping 
also from the jet where the gae stove burner 
had@ been attached. There were no signe of 
a struggle. Asearch of the flat revealed only 
$5 of the large sum the physician was sup- 
posed to have with him. 


Once Army Surgeon in Austria. 

Dr. Dobija is a specialist on diseases of 
the eye, ear, nose, and throat. He was at 
one time an army surgeon in Austria and 
had practiced in Vienna and in Carisbad. 
He is 40 years old and unmarried. 

“It is entirely out of the question that Dr, 
Dovija attempted to commit suicide,’’ said 
Dr. Thimm. “ He was in good health, had 
made a success of his profession, and had 
about $80,000 in money.

" as Rare Here as Leprosy 
and Smallpox. 


That diphtheria would become as rare as 
leprosy in Chicago inthe course of the next 
decade was the assertion of Health Com- 
missioner William A. Evans at the Normal 
Park Presbyterian church last night. 

Dr. Evans first compared the health statis- 
tics of last year with those of 1881, showing 
the state of affairs which was considered a 
dangerous epidemic last year was the normal 
condition of the city’s health and was taken 
as ae matter of course twenty-six years ago. 
He then told of new plans which are being 
made by the health department to 
diphtheria. : 

“‘Next year we expect to be able to do 
away with diphtheria fora time. Then, ow- 
ing to the fact that the diphtheria bacilli 
can live for as long as 4 year in the throat of 

a healthy child, we will have a recurrence 
of the dise We will fight this off, but 
with disco ng persistence it will:come 
back. After several years of this see-saw 
fight, however, we certainly will vanquish | 
the disease and it no longer will bea menace | 
to the community. It will take its place with 
leprosy and with smallpox, of which we have 
had only one death in three years In our com- 
munity of over two million people.”

The greatest problems the health départ- 
ment has to face, he said, are those of the 
“bad air” diseases, such as consumption, 
pneumonia, and bronchitis.

“ This is the result of bad housing condi- 
tions, bad shop conditions, and bad ventiia- 
tion,’’ he gaid. “ Every man carries in him- 
self the elements of his own destruction in 
the breath that leaves his lungs, and there 
are many elegant homes where the air is as 
bad as in any plague spot in the city. Many 
a woman, though warned and entreated, will 
imperil-the lives of those who live in a house 
rather than risk injuring her curtains by 
opening a window.’ 

The health commissioner than told of his 
investigations into the alleged methods of 
ventilating street cars. He said he had ob- 
tained from each street car company the 
rules it gave to its conductors for ventilating 
its cars and found them far from eatisfac- 
tory.

“ The four most dreaded diseases of child- 
hood—diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, 
and whooping cough—caused twenty-one 
deaths during ‘the week, as against thirty- 
four the preceding week,"’ said the report. 

** Indications are that influenza has reached 
its height and now will subside. 

“The bad air diseases are on the increase. 
The problem demands the individual help 
of every man and woman. It is their duty 
to protest against bad’air wherever encoun- 
tered.”’

NO DANGER OF A WAR NOW 


Noted French Political Writer 
Discusses American-Jap Clash. 


POSSIBLE FOR THE FUTURE. 


Andre Tardieu Says. Neither Country 
Is Prepared for Conflict. 


known French writer on international poli- 
tics, who eailed for America on Saturday 
to deliver a sertes of lectures on “ France 
and Alliances’ at Harvard univereity and 
before the groups of the Alliance Francalse, 
has just published an article in the Revue 
des Deux Mondes on the present controversy 
between America and Japan. 

After a detailed review of the events and 
| diplomatic exchanges he comes to the con- 
clusion that while neither Japan nor the 
United States wants or is prepared for war, 
there is no prospect of a permanent solution 
of the immigration question nor of avoiding 
the constantly growing clash of rival inter- 
ests in the Pacific. 

‘The tmprobability of an early war is not 
equivalent to the certainty of’ a_ definite 
peace,” hesays. ‘“‘ None of the special points 
which have been in iseue for over a year has 
been definitely settled. For instance. in the 
matter of the echoo!l controversy, the two 
suits designed to establish the rights cf Jap- 
anesé subjects have been abandoned without 
decision. 

Permit Brusque Awakening. 

‘“‘In the matter of immigration an expedi- 
ent, arranged by a diplomatic artifice, has 
enabled the United States to restrain, not to 
exclude, immigration. | The interpretation of 
the Gresham-Kurino treaty remains contro- 
verted; the Japanese expect more from it 
than the Californians are willing to accord. 
These questions permit temporary appease- 
ments, but also brusque awakenings. 

“At present Japanese immigration to 
South America is small, but, repelled at the 
north, it has already commenced. In Mex- 
ico, Argentina, Chile, and Brazil it will be 
accepted until it becomes too strong. . In 


races clash and will continue toclash. And 
neRher will be disposed to yield. 


Will Not Make Dangerous War. 

The Japanese government in its present 
condition will make neither a useless nor 
a dangerous war. But as the Japanese have 
changed their Industrial life. so they may 
also change thelr political conditions, and the 
populace may some time be abie to. carry the 
day against the counsels of the “‘elder states- 
men.”’ When the population of Japan, pro- 
gressing colossally, has filled up the outlets 
opened by the wars with China and Russia, 
may it not covet Hawaii and the Philippines 
as it coveted Formosa end Corea? But many 
years must pass before that time arrives. 
And these years may not\be iost for peace. 
Tt seems now as if the disputants were try- 
ing in advance to ‘avoid a new conflict by 
simultaneously resolvirg the questions of 
immigration and naturalization by resisting 
the admission of Japanese coolies and con- 
ferring naturalization upon Japanese sub- 
jects who have taken up a permanent resi- 
dence in the United States. 

“For the present, no apparent danger; for 
the future, a possible danger which wili 
“weigh not alone ypon the United States and 
Japan but upon all the powers. France, in 
this affair, must wish and does wish a pacific 
solution. She is bound to the United States 
by’ ties stronger than treaties. She has found, 
in the course of the late Moroccan crisis. thai 
she could count upon the ‘strong and active 
friendship of Washington.” 


Not True Emigrants, Aoki Says.

TOKIO, Jan. 26.—In an interview at Yoko- 
hama last night Viscount Aoki, formerly 
ambassador to the United States, ascribed 
the anti-Japanese feeling in America to the 
fact that most of the Japanese who wert 
to that country were not true emigrants but 
merely wage éarners whom Americans abhor.

INSANE? CALLS J, HAM RUDE 


Mrs. Dora McDonald Criticises 
Her Courtly Chief Counsel. 


ATTENDS IN A NIGHT ROBE. 


Conference of Lawyers Startled When 
Defendant Eludes Nurse.

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Vermont Strong for President. 

In Vermont out of a total of 167 there were 
only five negative votes. In Rhode Island 
there was only one out of twenty-five, while 
in Connecticut there were eleven out of 112, 
or practically 10 per cent of the total, this 
being a large average. At the same time 
out of ninety-one voters from Maine only 
one recorded himself against the Roosevelt 
scheme of government. 

Getting over toward the middle states, the 
returns from New York show 220 affirmative 
and only thirteen negative votes out of a total 
of 264. The negative votes, therefore, rep- 
resent practically only 5 per cent of those 
who participated in the ballot, and this, too, 
in spite of the fact the president has been 
personally arrayed against Gov. Hughes and 
is undeniably unpopular among the: great 
moneyed classes in New York City. 

In Pennsylvania, with its wealth of highly 
protected industries, with its great railroad 
system, which has felt to some extent. the 
weight of the “ big stick,”’ and with a favor- 
ite son already entered in the presidential 
race, the percentage of opposition is small. 
Out of a total of 337 there were only ten who 
wrote down on their ballots that they did not 
believe in the president’s policy. This is 
approximately only 3 per cent of the total 
number, so that the opposition in that local- 
ity is almost what mathematicians would 
call a negligible fraction. 


South Loses Its Enthusiasm. 

Curtously enough, the most pronogenced 
evidence of a decided diminution of the 
popular approval of what has come to be 
known as the Roosevelt idea, comes fromthe 
southern states. At the same time the ballot 
there should be explained, to a certain ex- 
tent, so that the real significance of the re- 
suits.may be properly understood. 

The republican party in that section, of 
course, is largely ..srican. On the other 
hand, the few republican editors and the dele- 
gates to the last convention are apt to be 
federal officeholders, or under their influence. 
On the whole, one would expect a less frank 
expression of opinion from the class of peo- 
ple reached by the southern ballot than from 
those in other sections. 

The result is that in Florida, out of thirty- 
four republicans who sent in their votes, not 
a single one was ant!-Roosevelt. That is 
about what one would expect from party con- 
ditions in that section, and much the same 
thing holds good in Georgia, where, out of 


| forty-three votes, one in two were recorded 


in the negative. 

In other southern states there is ample 
evidence that President Roosevelt is not sup- 
ported with anything like the old time en- 
thusiasm. This change of sentiment among 
the active republican workers can probably 
be traced to the president’s action in the 
Brownsville case. He did what he believed 
to be right with regard to the colored soldiers, 
but, whether he was right or wrong, his ac- 
tion was defiantly resented by most Ameri- 
can citizens with Afriean blood in their veins. 

Bearing in mind, therefore, that a repub- 
lican worker in the south is quite apt to be 
a negro, there is significance in the fact that 
10 per cent of those whe responded to this 
test ballot, or six out of a total of sixty 
from Alabama alone, recorded themselves 
freely as being opposed to -the president's 
progressive policies. 

In South Carolina out of a total of twenty- 
six ballots four were against the president 
positively and three were blank. The nega- 
tive votes were more than one-sixth of the 
total. . 


Missouri Seems to Be Wavering. 

In Virginia the negative ballcts were 8 
out of 119, a proportion a great deal larger 
than from New York state or Massachu- 
setts. Mississippi reports about the same 
percentage as South Carolina. while in North 
Carolina there were only negative votes ou: 
of a total of 82. tai ony 

Turning toward a border state like Mis- 
sourt, which tumbled into the republican 
column when Roosevelt was a candidate 
and tumbled beck into the democratic fold 
two years later. there ts likely to be some

Black is the man who nominated President 
Roosevelt at the 1904 convention and the ad- 
vocates of Hughes generally want him to 
perform a like sérvice for the governor. 
As for the republican state committee the 
situation has not yet developed satisfactorily 
enough to justify a forecast. There has been 
much gossip about a possible change in the 
chairmanship now occupied by Timothy L. 
Woodruff. The name most frequently men- 
tioned in this connection is that of State 
en William Barnes Jr. of Al- 
any.

Washington, D. C., Jan, 26.—[{Special,}— 
By ordering the institution of civil proceed- 
to terminate the “ Harriman situation ” 
the administration has taken a step to- 
ward compelling the reorganization of the 
systems of the United States. : 
Practically every railroad in the country is 
intimately concerned. Every holder of rall- 
road securities is interested. If the govern- 
ment succeeds in maintaining Its contention 
the holding companies for lines which com- 
pete in any way must dispose of the stock in 
. their possession which makes them amenable 
to the law, and the system cannot consist 
of two or more lines Which have points of 
competition. As a member of the interstate 
commerce commission expressed it today, 
“The contention of the government is far 
reaching ahd disturbing.” The eommis- 
sioner continued: 

“The ownership by one road of stock in 
ether roads which are more or less compet- 

’ Mg is something that exists quite generally. 
fmstance, there is a holding company in 
Connecticut known as the Atlantic Coast line 
@hich owns the stock of the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroad company. The latter owns 51 
per cent of the Louisville and Nashville. The 
Loulsville and Nashville owns 51 per cent or 
more of the stock of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis. So there is a small 
holding company which domimates three 
quite important systems of railroads. Of 
leourse, they are not directly competing, but 
if you examine a railroad map you will find 
there is more or less competition at certain 

- points. 

Chicago Lines Affected. 

“To take another illustration, the Chi- 
eago and Northwestern owns 61 per cent of 
the stock of the Minneapolis, St. Louis and 
Omaha railroad. Look at the map again 
and you will find there are points where they 
could compete. The Perinsylvania owns a 
considerable amount of the stock of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. The Erie has stock in 
the Lehigh Valley. The New York Central 
bought the stock of the Michigan Céntral and 
the stock of the Lake Shore. These two 
roads were competitors as much as any two 
roads could be. They connect Chicago and 
Buffalo. The Central paid for those roads 
by issuing its own debenture bonds, taking 
fn exchange the stock as collateral security. 

“If the Supreme court sustains the gov- 
ernment, it is evident there must be a raéd- 
feal reorganization of the railroad business 
ofthecountry.

Unique Institution Is Establish- 
ed at Providence.

PLAN TO WARM COLD FEET. 


Large Oven to Heat Soapstones Is Part 
of Plant. 


Providence, R. I., Jan. 26.—A “fresh air 
school,”” unique among educational institu- 
tions in this country, will be opened here to- 
morrow. 


The school will be eonducted indoors, in | 


that it is to be held inside a. building, but 
great swinging windows on three sides of 
each room, extending the length and width 
of each, and an extensive system of ventila- 
tfon, will afford an atmosphere of cold, pure 
air, making the room easily adaptable to the 
conditions necessary to comfortable 
hygienic study by each student. 


School Part of City’s System. 


The idea of establishing the school was. 


first suggested by the Rhode Island League 


“for the Supprésaion of Tuberculosis, which 


had heard of the satisfactory results attained 
by many schools of the kind in Eufopedn 
countries. The school is. a part of the city’s 
reguiar school system. 

The school sessions will be held in a build- 
ing located in an isolated section of the cen- 
ter of the congested district of school popu- 
lation. 

The aystem in operation in the German 
schools; which is almost universal through- 
out Europe, has been adopted for the Provi- 
dence school with but few variations. 

The small area of wall space in the class 
rooms has been painted a shade of light 
green, a color found to be agreeable to the 
eyes; and all the articles in the room, be- 
sides being. painted in harmony with the 
color of the walls, have. been subjected 
to a process of deodorization and steriliza- 
tion. 


Protection Against Cold Feet. 

Old fashioned fireplaces have been set into 
the walls in each room, and in one a large 
oven has been constructed. One of the chief 
purposes of having the oven is to heat soap- 
stones, which are to be furnished to children 
with cold feet. 

The usual custom of removing the outer 
wraps while in the classroom will not be 
followed in the “fresh air school,” except 
when the weather compels the closing of 
the large windows. Students subject to cold 
extremities will have their feet and legs 
incaged in woolen bags made for the pur- 
pose, and wear gloves or mittens when their 
studies and play permit. The chairs and 
desks and other paraphernalia in the class- 
rooms have been constructed on portable 
platforms, so that it will be possible at all 
times to keep within the rays of the sun,

| Robs His. Newspaper Office knd Steals 
Own Pay Envelope. 


Utica, N. Y., Jan. 26.—[{Special.J—A re- 
markable criminal conspiracy that threat- 
ens to envelop sons of many prominent Utica 
families and send several heretofore highly 
respected young men to the Eimira reform- 
atory or other similar institutions has been 
uncovered by the local police. 

Two students of the Utica Free academy, 
Ashley Lock, aged 19, and John P. Jones, 
aged 18, have been arrested on a charge of 
burglary, and they have made confessions. 

Young Jones is a son of a leading Weleh 
clergyman here. His duties ag a reporter on 
a Utica paper afforded opportunity for the 
wide play of his criminal tendencies, for it 
was in connection with. his newspaper work 
he perpetrated many of his most daring bur- 
giaries. 

Jones confessed to looting classrooms at 
the academy, stealing money, swearing ap- 
parel, and school supplies. These thefta 
were fully described by Jones In ar- 
ticles he wrote for newspapers. From a 
drug store he stole $200 in cash at different 
times while telephoning stories to his news- 
paper. His succegs along this Jine prompted 
him to take in a partner, and he invited his 
schoolmate, Ashley Lock, considered one of 
the brightest students in Utica academy, to 
Join him. 

Others among the students also went into 
the criminal combine about this time, ac- 
cording to the gonfession of Jones and 

, and the scope of their thefts was 
considerably extended. Jones and Lock 
robbed the home of a contractor residing 
next to Jones’ own home. Jones wrote a 
thrilling account of the burglary. 

Next Jones and his band turned their atten- 
tion to the newspaper office where he was em- 
ployed. They stole the pay envelopes of his 
fellow workmen and incidentally his own. 
Jones and his companions used the proceeds 
of their thefts to speculate in the stock 


market.

CHURCH HALTS RACE SUICIDE 


| Bishop Muldoon Sees Hope for 
Sin’s Cure in Confessional. 


MORAL DOCTORS ARE'NEEDED 


Says Report That There Is No Pardon 
for Violation Is Incorrect, 


The Rt. Rev, Peter J. Muldoon, auxilary 
bishop of the Dhicako archdiocese, speaking 
yesterday of the recent utterances of Cardi- 
nal Gibbons with regard to the sin against 
motherhood, emphasized the great im- 
portance of two factors, moral] physicians 
and the confessional. He stated that the re- 
ports of the interview with Cardinal Gibbons 
undoubtedly were incorrect in part, as they 
quoted his eminence as saying that the con- 
fessional would not be open to any one who 
had committed this sin. 

*“ A large responsibility rests on our family 
physicians,” he said. “‘Uniess we have moral 
physicians the danger is great. Many physi- 
cians in this and every other city who would 
not think of committing any act that would 
be branded as indecent or disgracelul, cheer- 
fully give vicious and sinful advice to their 
patients, ‘Any physician who makes light of 
this sin is an enemy of the country. 


Confessional Offers Only Hope. 

“The laws of the land may denounce and 
punish those who interfere with the laws 
of God and of nature, but they can never 
hope to correct the evil. In this, as in every 
other serious sin, the confessional of the 
Catholic church is the best and, indeed, the 
only sure corrective. The only power large 
enough and deep enough to correct this wide- 
spread evil is the belief in God who is to 
judge man after his death and reward or 
punish him according to his deeds. As reli- 
gion grows strong in the heart of man, and 
only then, will this terrible evil grow less. 

“ Cardinal Gibbons is quoted as saying: 
‘No woman who attempts to foll the laws 
of nature and of God can be given absolu- 
tion in the confessional. If any man or 
woman is responsible in any degree for the 
sin that leads to race suicide they cannot 
avail themselves ‘of the confessional.’ 


Every Sin Can Be Forgiven. 

“ This is undoubtedly not a correct expres- 
sion of the cardinal’s utterances, for it ls 
contrary to the teachings of the church. It 
seems quite apparent that a clause has been 
left out at the end of each of the sentences. 
The words with which the sentences should 
end are ‘unless the penitent firmly resolves 
to amend his or her life and make a serious 
promise to avoid the sin In the future.’ ”’

PASTORS FIGHT MYTH THEORY 


Crapsey-Mangasarian Debate Sup- 
plies Theme for Many Sermons. 


AFFIRM REALITY OF JESUS. 


Ethical Lecturer ~ Declares Socialism 
Lacks Moral Element. 


Several Chicago pastors yesterday replied 
to the arguments made by M. M. Mangase- 
rian in debate with the Rev. Algernon 8. 
Crapsey against the historical reality of 


Jesus Christ. 
“Is Jesus a Myth?’ was the subject of the 
Rev. Charles A. Decker’s sermon in Fourth 


Baptist church. 

“The latest and boldest of all denials,” 
he said, “apart from those of atheism and 
agnosti is that Jesus of Nazareth ever 
lived. It is asserted that he was not a his- 
torical person. We are told that he is a 
myth. Of course this comes from an avowed 
rationalist. 

“And what are the arguments by which 
Jesus is proved to be a myth? He turns to 
the literature on the subject and discovers 
that Jesus is not found in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

“ Then he attempts to explain how it came 
about that such a person was believed to have 
lived. The explanation is that after Chris- 
tianity became established the Christians 
took a number of characters who went by the 
name of ‘ Jesus’ and welded them into one. 
So Jesus of Nazareth ts a-patchwork of 
many men who lived in those times. 

“As usual, what a critic of this sort asks 
one to believe requires a greater tax on 
credulity than the thing he undertakes to 
demolish.” 

The Rev. Willard B. Thorp’s remarks in 
South Congregational church were a criti- 
cism on the intelligence of the audience at 
the Crapsey-Mangasarian debate rather 
than a reply to arguments made. 

“ Sentence after sentence,” he said, “ was 
put forth by Mr. Mangasarian which é¢every 
scholar p nt knew to be a perversion of 
the facts so outrageous as to be laughable. 
Yet the audience applauded liberally what 
it took to be the unanswerable arguments of 
this remarkable man.”’

MR. HARRIMAN’S RAILROADS. 


The public does not, regard Mr, Harrl- 
man as an admirable financier or a pub- 
lie spirited railroad manager. As far as 
the people are concerned he takes the 
part of the tricky villain to perfection. | 

But possibly the average man is not 
wide-awake as to the scope ahd real 
meaning of Mr. Harriman’s activities. 
From the statements of the interstate 
commeree commission and the attorney 
general it is clear that Mr. Harriman 
not only contirols the Union  Pacific- 
Southern Pacific system and its connec- 
tion, the Illinois Central, but that he and 
his associates are interested in all the 
other transcontinental railroads of the 
United States. In short, all traffic from 
the Pacific coast to the Mississippi must 
pay a tax or a dividend, as you please to 
call it, to Mr. Harriman and his friends. 

How far competition has been stifled 
is not yet apparent. Presumably two of 
the railways in which Mr. Harriman and 
his friends are interested are not entirely 
in harmony with him. Presumably, also, 
the three southern transcontinental lines, 
which run from the Mississippi, or east 
of it, to California, including the Santa 
Fé, are operated to his maximum ad- 
vantage. How much the public has suf- 
fered thereby we do not pretend to say. 

There is a growing opinion that rail- 
roads should be permitted to pool under 
strict regulation. But so long as it is the 
policy of forty states and the federal 
government, and, therefore; the policy of 
the public, to compel competition between 
parallel roads, Mr.

ARTISTIC COMMERCE. 

Much has been said concerning the 
commercializing of art, of the books that 
have been written, the pictures painted, 
under the spell of dollars, but little notice 
has been paid to the other side of the 
matter, to the artistic quality that is 
creeping into commerce and is imparting 
grace and dignity to commercial life.

of goods an attractive and harmonious 
proceeding. 

Even the advertisement of today, lurid 
and unlovely as it appears when seen upon 
signboards, reveals in its more diminutive 
forms a skill in drawing and a literary 
quality in the wording not hitherto- ob- 
served, while those that are sent through 
the mails are often treasured’ for their 
uniqueness. 

It has come to be generally acknowl- 
edged that a walk through a certain part 
of the business district of this city is 
sure to be attended .by the most inspirit- 
ing glimpses of attractive goods, of 
artistic interiors, and even of harmonious- 
ly arrayed disposers of goods, and it is 
this artistic quality in commercialism that 
is going to help realize the civic ideal of 
a city beautiful, of an art which, as 
William Morris said, “will make our 
streets as beautiful as the woods, as ele- | 
vating as the mountain sides.” 


TAXATION IN ILLINOIS. 

A commission appointed by the gov- 
ernor of Ohio to investigate the tax sys- 
tem of that state has submitted its re- 
port. It finds that the general property 
tax is a failure for purpesges of revenue 
or of equality. More than half of the 
wealth of the state in tangible property 
alone escapes taxation. Of the intangible 
property which the laws say should be 
listed only about 5 per cent is returned. 
The low percentage illustrates the futility 
of the persistent efforts to make the pri- 
vate owners of intangible property pay 
taxes on it. The commission makes many 
recommendations, one of the most Impor- 
tant being the separation of state and 
local taxing systems. 

If a capable commission were to inves- 
tigate matters in Illinois it would find 
about the same conditions existing as In 
Ohio. It would find gross inequalities 
in taxation as regards tangible property, 
and it would report that the attempt to 
get at intangible property is a ludicrous 
and inevitable failure. 

The Illinojs revenue law was written 
without regard to the sound principles of 
taxation. It is based on the simple but 
fallacious theory that everything ‘which 
has value and which represents value 
should be listed and taxed. Attempts 
have beeh made now and then to reform 
the inequitable tax system of this state. 
The Civic Federation made an attempt 
to interest the legislature in the subject 
two years ago, but it failed. The tax- 
payers, who ought to have seconded its 
efforts, were apathetic. There was indif- 
ference in Chicago, although special inter- 
est In the subject should be taken here. 
The separation of state and local taxa- 
tion is one of the prerequisites of a local 
revenue system which shall provide ade- 
quately for municipal needs. 

Last month the Civic Federation print- 
ed a summary of the reports of special 
state tax commissions during the last 
ten years. There are some states—it is 
unfortunate that Illinois is not among 
'them—where the vital question of taxa- 
‘tion is being given intelligent attention. 

There should be a special tax commis- 
sion for Llinois to se down in plain 
words for the instruction of the people 
the absurdities and iniquities of the pres- 
ent system of taxation. the public 
might be stirred up to dem that vital 
principle of good government—fair taxa- 
tion. 

The present general assembly has its 
hands full. If the people shall get a de-

AGAINST GOVERNMENT GUARANTEE. 

Pasadena, Cal, Jan. 20.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—I have read in THE TRIBUNE my 
friend Alexander Revell’s article in favor of 
the government guaranteeing bank deposits. 
He forgets that the people will become afraid 
of the government. In the panic of 1873 gov- 
ernment bonds could not be sold for currency 
except by a big discount. The panic of 1893 
was caused by President Harrison and the 
treasurer thinking the government should 
have more goki in the treasury, so they re- 
fused to pay gold to the banks. 

The banks locked up their gold, and every 
one wanting gold had to go to the United 
States treasury forit. The gold inthe treas- 
ury got so low the people became afraid of 
the governmhent. President Cleveland had 
to issue government bonds and sell them at 
a discount to get gold. 

In the war of the rebellion government 
bonds sold for 60 cents on the dollar in gold. 
Should ‘we have war with Japan or any other 
strong nation, with the government wanting 
money and etanding back of all the banks, 
would not the people become afraid of the 
government and cause the worst panic in our 
history? 

The government should not go into any 
commercial business. Revell should re- 
member that many bank presidents and 
cashier@ are now in the penitentiary. This 
would be true with all the safeguards the 
government could devise, with “bank ex- 
aminers, etc. If the government should 
guarantee banks, it would not require men 
of credit and integrity for presidents of 
banks. The government would be back of all 
the wild schemes man could devise. We 
might as well ask the government to guaran- 
tee manufactures. 

When we become £0 good we do not need 
policemen, judges, lawyers, or jails, Revell's 
scheme of having the government guarantee 
bank deposits will no doubt work all right.

source of revenue to the papal exchequer. 

Owners of castles and palaces elsewhere in 
europe do not hesitate to impose a fee of 
this kind upon tourists desiring to view their 
picture galleries and their art collections, 
the proceeds of which are in some instances 
devoted to a local charity, or else to a pen- 
sion fund for the benefit of the servants 
more particularly intrusted with the care and 
preservation of the collection. But the pope 
apparently is denied/this right. 

ae 

It seems that during the reign of Leo XIII. 
negotiations were in progress with him for 
the gift of some historic work of art in the 
vatican to the kaiser. The latter, desirous 
to avoid any unpleasantnese with the Italian 
government and people ut the matter, 
caused his dmbassador Rome, Count 
Solms, to ascertain the views of the Italian 
cabinet and of Italian law. 

Crispi, who was at that time prime min- 
ister, after due consultation, his 
ministerial colleagues, ‘with the’ law offi- 
cers of the crown, and with the most eminent 
Italian jurists, sent over his own name the 
following telegram through the Italian am- 
bassadon at Berlin. 

‘The vatican buildings .with all the ob- 
jects of art they contain are the inalienable 
properties of the Italian state, ard not of the 
papacy. The law only guarantees the pope 
thelr use, but absolutely forbids him to re- 
move or to dispose of anything.” 

This telegram, now brought to light for the 
first time, and confirmed by the government, 
ig quoted by the Italian authorities for the 
purpose of showing the pope has no right to 
charge any entrance fee to people wishing to 
visit the libraries and museums of the vatican. 
This means that in the event of the papacy 
ever being forced to quit Rome it would be 
compelled to leave behind all its treasures, 
ites statuary, its paintings, ite mosaics, its 
tapestries, its libraries and manuscripts, its 
masterpieces of the goldsmiths’ and the jew- 
elers’ arts, and all those other treasures 
which contribute to render the vatican the 
greatest storehouse of all these things in the 
world. fie 

. _ 

In one word, the government, in.the matter 
of the proprietorship of the vatican and of its 
contents, places the pope on much the same 
footing as the monks of Certosa d’Ema, near 
Florence, and of Monte Olivero Maggiore, in 
the province of Siena, who, since the procla- 
mation of these celebrated monasteries as 
national property, have been allowed to re- 
main in the capacity of custodians. 

The contention of the Italian government 
is based on article 6 of the so-called law of 
papal guarantees, which governs the rela- 
tions of the government and of the papacy. 
It decrees an endowment of some $600,000 a 
year from the national treasury in favor of 
the holy seat, declaring that it is destined to 
provide, among other things, ‘‘ for the main- 
tenance of the apostolic palaces and their de- 
pendencies, also for the maintenance and 
care of the annexed museums and libraries, 
as well ag for the stipends and pensions of 
those employed for the purpose’’; and the 
article concludes with these important words: 

‘The endowment cannot be diminished in 
future, even in the case of the Italian govern- 
ment resolving ultimately to assume the ex- 
penses of the museums and of the library of 
the vatican.’’

Article 5, while according to the pontiff 
the ‘‘use’’ of the palace of the vatican, goes 
on to state that ‘‘ the palace, the museums, 
the library, and the archeological collections 
there existing are exempt from every tax 
and impost, and from all expropriation on the 
ground of public utility, and are, moreover, 
inalienable.’”’ 

The view of the Italian government is also 
based on the law enacted by the papacy itself, 
as far back as 1820, known as the Pacca 
law, and which figures on the statute book of 
Italy, which, dealing with the preservation of 
antiquities of historic or artistic interest, 
gives the state a title thereto, irrespective 
of the proprietary rights of the actual own- 
ers. The latter are not only prohibited, under 
the. penalty of ag sass fine, and im- 
prisonment, from disposing of these treasures 
uniess provided with an authorization from 
the state, duly specifying each particular ob- 
ject, and rarely granted, but are likewise 
liable to have the state step In and take pos- 
session of works of artistic and historic in- 
terest, if it is deemed necessary for their 
preservation. Thus, a piece of vandalism 
such as that perpetrated by a well known 
peer in England, who, tiring of the superb old 
tapestries that had for generations adorned 
the walls of his ancestral home, converted 
them into carpets and rugs for the nurseries 
and playrooms of his children, would be tm- 
possible under Italian law, which authorizes 
the authorities to at once intervene in such 
a case, and to compel the owner to take 
proper care of the tapestries’or else to sur- 
render them to the government.

From Paris comes the report of the impend- 
ing marriage of Prime Minister Clemenceau 
to one of the most popular and gifted of 
French actresses, Mme. Caron, and it is 
worthy of note that the match does not meet 
with any token of public disapproval even 
on the part of his bitterest political adver- 
saries, the worst that they say of the matter 
being that the charming actress is wedding a 
man of her own calling—namely: “a thor- 
ough comedian.”’ 

M. Clemenceau, whose first wife, now dead, 
was a New England girl, is the only premier, 
so far, to wed a footlight favorite. Butthere 
have been quite a number of cabinet officers 
in previous French administrations at Paris 
whose wives had previous to their marriage 
been members of the dramatic profession, 
among them being Gen. André, who was for 
so many years minister of war. 

In any other country a union of this kind 
would impair if not destroy the political and 
official future of a statesman or government 
dignitary. But in France it does no harm 
whatsoever, and if the actress happens to be 
popular and charming she is likely to prove 
a source of strength rather than of injury to 
the prospects of her husband, 

~~ 

One of the reasons why a conspicuous lib- 
éral politician in England was dented a seat 
in the cabinet to which he was entitled as 
having been the principal author of defeat of 
the rival party and of its fall from power, 
was because his wife had been an actress. 
Sir John Crampton is the only English envoy 
that I can recall who took his wife from the 
stage. She was Victoria Balfe, the operatic 
prima donna, daughter of the composer of 
‘The Bohemian Girl.” 

He married her when he was ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, and in spite of the popularity 
which he enjoyed there as a diplomat, and 
she as a footlight favorite, Alexander ITI. felt 
himself impelled to suggest to Queen Victoria 
his withdrawal. So he was transferred to 
Madrid on the ground that Queen Isabella 
was less particular, but where Lady Cramp- 
ton promptly proceeded to fall in love with 
the Spanish sovereign’s grand chamberlain, 
the duke of Frias, the infatuation resulting 
in Sir John virtually surrendering his young 
wife by allowing her to bring against him in 
the English courts a suit for nullity on the 
ordinary grounds, which he chivalrously, like 
Ruskin and the painter Watts, in analogous 
cases, declined to defend.

Another case, not in the English but inthe 
German service, is that of the late Count 
Arco, who, for a number of years, was Ger- 
man minister at Washington. While secre- 
tary of embassy at Vienna he married the 
popular Viennese actress, Frau Janisch of 
the Burg.theater. For this marriage he was 
removed from the diplomatic sevice by P-«nce 
Bismarck and ‘only restored thereto when 
he, had secured a judicial S¢paration from 
the woman, who, in spite of the order of the 
court and of the terms of S¢paration, gave 
him no end of trouble by touring theatrically 
in the United States under the name of 
Countess Arco while he was representing the 
German government at Washington as plen- 
ipotentiary.

Hope and soap both play 
an important part in restoring him to his 
friends and in making possible a happy con- 
clusion as to his experiences. 

The new play is a rolite melodrama that 
need offend no one anu will entertain many. 
It is artificial, and there is never a sugges- 
tion that it is anything more than a semi- 
serious effort at romantic drama and realism, 
but it has morhents that will cheer the hearts 
of those who can lose themselves in the 
playhouse and revel in the joys and sorrows 
of the people provided to stir those emotions. 

One scene is especially written for this 
effect. It is-the jungle scene, under the 
tropical sun and on the Amazon, where, ac- 
cording to the coon songs, all the romance 
is confined to the animals of the brute crea- 
tion. A man is starving to death in this 
jungle. He is the hero's rival in love, and 
the hero has headed a relief party to find 
him. When he does find him he hopes to 
take him back to the. girl they both love 
and make him confess to her that he had 
lied about the said hero in the first act. 

But by the time the two meet, the hero and 
two companions are algo lost and starving, 
and there is every indication that there is 
to be an open game of kicking the bucket. 
The comedian in the party lightens the gloom 
by, having a comedy fever, but the depres- 
sion is intense. Then, just as they all decide 
to give up, the heMograph of another rescue 

flashes words of cheer on a rag hung 
on a palm tree and the curtain descends 
with the promise that help ‘will arrive in 
time.

The jungle scene is well done, considering 
that “Classmates” is polite melodrama, 
and that it is quite impossible to be alto- 
gether reasonable in melodrama. in any 
other kind otf @ piay the fat man would not 
dare have a comedy fever, and the poor hero 
would not have strength enough to pull him- 
self thirty feet up the side of a palm tree 
five minutes before he is ready to lie down 
and die. But as these scenes go, we say, it 
is well done. The setting is impressive. 
There is just enough opening in the trees 
to justify the flashing of the message and 
the undergrowth of pampas grass and vines 
is well suggested. Everything that belongs 
to a jungle, according to the best novels, is 
there excepting the beasts of prey, and of 


course it Is no more than fair to keep them . 


away. That fat comedian and the istrong 
hero are altogether too appetizing, and there 
would be no finish for thé play. 

In this scene, tvo, there is some good act- 
ing. It is contributed by Mr. Edeson and 
Wallace Eddinger—the hero and the rival. 
Edeson, though still given to the effective 
pose and plainly regretting that heis forced 
to be a study in brown and white and whis- 
kers for the sake of art, is pleasantly re- 
pressed in his endeavors to realize the horror 
of the situation for the audience, and Mr. 
Eddinger, as in all the other scenes of which 
he is a part in the play, conducts himself 
modestly and naturally, and gives @ sugges- 
tion of sanity and an appreciation of human 
actron that we have some way come not to 
expect of young actors,

The “ Clasemates’’ romance which led up 
to the jungle scene starts at West Point and 
concerns several of the first class men The 
girl’s suitors are two young men, one of fIrre- 
proachable family connections, the other less 
fortunate but more worthy. She gives the 
poorer fellow some hope, and he promises her 
he will not fight with hisrival. But when the 
latter insults his father the hero knocks him 
down and the girl soon thereafter engages 
herself to the other man. 

Then it is that he decides to go to the jungle, 
though just why he should do so after becom- 
ing engaged was one of the things that was 
not made clear. However, as we again insist, 
no one should be too particular regarding 
melodrama. The story hangs together suffi- 
ciently well to be interesting, and provides a 
number of artificially effective scenes. That 
is enough. 

Besides Mr. Edeson and Mr. Eddinger, the 
company includes Frank McIntyre, a happy 
soul with an abundance of“flesh and the 
comedy gift that goes with it. Most of the 
laughs are his, and he earns them. The 
heroine is played by: Miss Flora Juliet Bow- 
ley, whose affectation im speech’ minimizes 
the impression she might make. She works 
hard and earnestly, but evidently Mr. Edeson 
has taught her to “ act.” Sydney Ainsworth, 
an older actor than she is an actress, how- 
ever, is even more unnatural, Maude Gran- 
ger, who can teach them alla great 1, has 
& small part, which she plays gracefully.

How Women Should Walk. 


The art of walking has not been mastered 
when the baby manages to propel herself 
about the house on her feet instead of her 
knees. In fact, she has achieved then only 
the power of locomotion. Standing, sitting. 
and walking may be instructive acts in the 
beginning, but nowadays when even breath- 
ing is done by card, they also have to be 
revised and done according to artistic rules. 
Eternal vigilance is the price the graceful 
ones must pay for their charms. 

In walking, think first not of the feet but 
of the abdomen. If the abdominal muscles 
are made to do their work the rest is easy. 
The stomach ts the physical center of grav- 
ity. Once it has taken its proper place, 
drawn back, not thrust forward, the other 
parts fall perforce into their proper attitude. 
The shoulders are thrown back, the knees 
are straightened, the chin is held firmly in, 
the throat is elongated, and the head poised 
gracefully erect. 

Sitting, too, let the same set of muscles 
do their work, which is to support the upper 
part of the trunk. Don't let the chest sink 
heavily down, depressing the stomach, and 
forcing the stomach to protrude. Hold the 
body firmly and lightly, even when resting. 
Painful at first it may be, but the muscles 
of the abdomen will soon become strength- 
ened and will learn to do their duty invol- 
untarily. 

After the art of standing has been attained 
the candidate for graceful pedestrianism 
should give a little thought to her feet. She 
must not come down, clodhopperwise, on her 
heels. In every step the first part of the 
foot to strike the ground should be the ball. 


To Brighten Tired Eyes 

If, after a day’s work, a ees Bs or shopping, 
‘you find that your eyes are heavy, tired, and 
lusterless, lay over them for a few minutes 
tea leaves soaked in hot water and folded in 
a soft handkerchief. Then bathe the whole 
“face in water and eau de cologne. This is 
wonderfully refreshing, and brightens tired 
eyes in a remarkable way.
